Castle, built for the tea trade by Messrs, 
Elder and Co, some four years ago, was at 
the time the fastest steamer in the world, 
aud held a high placo“on tho Admiralty 
fist... After. making two voyages she. was 
offered by Messrs. Skinner and Co, to the 
Government as-a transport, The offer was

The story 
of his brilliant defense of Khartoun ‘is .yet- 
to be written.

His first miesion to Egypt was at the te- 
quest of the Khedire, to. undertake the 
task in which Sir Gomuel Baker had 
failed—the organization and control of the 
nogto country south of the tenth degree of 
north latitude.
